A Call To Great Service 


For Governor Stevenson 


accept appointment as United States Am- 

bassador to the United Nations, Presi-- 
dent-elect Kennedy, has publicly urged him 
to take the post. He has made it clear that 
the position will assume far greater impor- 
tance in his Administration than ever before, 
entailing a seat in the Cabinet, and an intimate 
sharing in the formation as well as the admin- 
istration of our foreign policy. 

Mr. Stevenson has extraordinary qualities to 
bring to the task. He has impressed people 
the world over with his brilliant intellect, but 
he has also made them feel his warm concern 
for the freedom and happiness of human 
beings in every land. He has travelled and 
studied extensively in the troubled areas— 
the Far East, the Middle East, Africa and 
Latin America. He would enter the interna- 
tional forum with a prestige of immense imme- 
diate value to the United States. 

It would be tragic if such qualifications as 
Mr. Stevenson possesses: were not put to signi- 
ficant use by the new Administration. Mr. 
Kennedy obviously shares that view. He has 
asked Mr. Stevenson to serve in a capacity to 
which he is admirably suited in both mind 
and heart.

The United Nations job, like all other im- 


portant assignments these days, is a bear pit. 
The U.N. itself is a far different organization 
from the one which Stevenson served, as head 
of the U.S. delegation, in the year of its forma- 
tion, The U.N, is suffering from the conse- 


quences of surprising, if limited, success. The 


Cominunist bloc cannot tolerate such displays 
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of potential effectiveness as the U.N. inter- 


vention in the Congo. For reasons of policy, 


the Soviets do not want to withdraw from the 
international body. Their alternative is to try 
to destroy it from within. 

The role of our top U.N. spokesman is sure 
to be even harder in the future than in the 
past. We need more than a man who. can 
stand up and trade insults with the insuffer- 
able Communist leaders. We need a man who 
can unite the forces of the free world in the 
U.N. The job can only be done through leader- 
ship, through the power of persuasion. It can- 
not be accomplished through pressure orf 
compulsion. 


- That is the sort of task Adlai Stevenson is * 
uniquely equipped to perform. He has the 
philosophy of true American leadership, and 
the eloquence to present it in world councils. 

It is only prudent: on his part to withhold 
his decision until he knows. who ‘will be 
appointed Secretary of State. After all, there 
will have to be a very close personal relation- 
ship between these three key men, the new 
President, his Secretary of State, and his U.N. 
Ambassador. But it should be obvious by now 
that Mr. Kennedy would not select a man for 
State who does not. subscribe to the deep 
philosophical approach to foreign policy which 
Kennedy and Stevenson already share. Any of 
the two or three remaining candidates would 
be personally congenial to Stevenson.

He said he understood the Navy 
Intelligence School at Boulder, Colorado, knew about this and 
that there was someindication that "Canada's and Britain's ©

We have been unable to identify Admiral Standley's 
report which Rodige refers to. However, Admiral Staton testified 
before the Senate Subcommittee on Internal Security in 1954 
concerning Stevenson's alleged soft treatment of communists in 
the merchant marine.
